DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -6, 8-1 3, 1 5-21 , 23-29 and 32-46 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose the use 
of compressed zinc chips or carbon particles between two perforated plates. The prior 
art also does not disclose a pH of 10 in the liquid medium during the entire electrolysis 
step. The prior art also does not disclose the use a pH regulator comprising a probe 
that measures the pH in the corresponding stirring zone above each zinc layer, a 
control enclosure and an acid circulation pump.
